Dr. Colby's latest letturu detilt wltU'l 
tUe subject ol the period of.^cou.. 
structloa which must necessarily fol- 
low the termination of the war. It Is I 
now plain, be pointed out, that we 
are fast approacliting the ttnal stase 
of the conflict. There are certain con- 
ditions resulliug from historical 
events which must be dealt with in 
arrangtoK a settlement. It must first 
be remembered tlii>t the better or- 
gaulzd states will be called upon to 
find a solution to the problems aris- 
ing from the condition of disorganiz- 
ed yet iniportautly situated states, 
uiR'li us those of south-eastern Europe, 
Holaiiil iiii;l uthera. 

Altogether, we I'liul that there are 
fiffeeu territorial questions to be set- 
tled. It la the unorganized regions 
nnd populations which must be dealt 
with before any definlfto conditions of 
a permanent peace can be worked 
cut. lilvor since the Napoleonic wars 
the Eastern question has been both- 
ering the Qreai Powers of Kurope, 
and the only thing which has kept 
them from dealing with it before now 
was the possibility that any such in^ 
terterence would result in horror and 
blo'odshed. This result, however, has 
been brought about,, and the only 
thing to do Is to fate the situation 
sternly. 

War on such a large scale as It Is 
now presented has not been experi- 
enced by the world, but there have 
been periods of great severity which 
set in motion the same pendulpm of 
human opinion as is at present swing- 
ing over the world. Oermany for the 
past seventy-five yeara has had din- 
ned Into the ears of her people the 
doctrine. M^au war la the aiost nobl» 
thing in the world. On the other 
hand, we have the absoltito revulsion 
of war as ^evidenced in the recent lan- 
guage of 'Uethmann-Hollweg, lu pro- 
posing a conference. 

An linportaiit ' date in European 
history Is 1494, when Charles Vlll. ut 
Prance, crosseil the Alps to claim 
Naples and Milan. This was the be- ' 
ginning of the long struggle between 
Franco und Spain, which "made" po- 
litical history for the following, one 
hundred and fifty years. The Thirty 
Years' War was one of the three 
great struggles which are able to be 
compared in some deftree to > the 
present war. It Involved practically 
all the l-'owers of Central and West- 
ern Kurope, and was savage in the 
extrema. Contrary to the usual run 
of things, the revulsion against war 
swept over the nations some seven 
years after its start Instead of the 
usual some years after the ending. It 
was at this time that the groat book 
by Hugo Orotlus, or Hugh de Groot 
appeared, entitled "De Jure Belli et 
Poeis." The predominating idea be- 
hind, the book, and the one kept In 
mmd by the author all through the 
work was that states in their dealings 
with one another should always ob- 
serve gc'od faith. ^ This book is to a 
large extent tlio foundation of Inter- 
national law, as dealt with In the 
present day. The Idea of the Gor- 
man Invasion of Belgium would 
have been abhorrent to Orotlus; he 
would have regarded Germany n« we 
do, now, as a nation whose word Is 
not to be depended upon. The peace 
of Westphalia, which closecl the war, 
consisted of a series of negotiations 
carrfed out on the basis of force, ai: 
three years were wasted In settling 
the most trivial matters, while ti 
Swedes and French wore laying Oer 
many waste. The result of H all was 
that thcae foreign powers kept th 
land they had taken from the Holy 
Roman Bmpiro/- and It was left 
each prince to decide the religion c 
his people. ' 

The next Important Ëuropeen war 
was that of the Spanish gncceasion. 
The Peace of Westphalia practically 
marked the close of the religious 
ware, so that the war of the Spanish 
Succession may be Included with the 
Napoleonic Wars, and the present 
conflict as a struggle caused by a 
desire for world-rule by air autocrat 
or dynasty. Tbe failure of Louis 
XIV. to realize hlrf dream of uniting 
under his rule Franco and Spain was 
marked W the Trea^ of Utrecht, in 
1718. 

That same year irltnessed the pub< 
llcatton of St. Pierre's project tàt a 
universal peace, «"^j^^Ég 
teenth century the;ipwPitanan Idea 
Interpreted ' hfMSm^eau. Turgot, 
Diderot and otbenTiiraed great force. 
The general circubistances of that 
time wére very similar to those of 
the present day. the liberty of the Eu- 
! ropean states being threatened by the 
i reckless nrahitlon of Napoleon. The 
i Ocrnan ambition is, however, more 
danserons owing fo the spirit of 
J nclentlfic organization and fanaticism 
: which dominates the whole natiaa 
The I'cacn of Tilsit is the dividing 
line of .N'apoleon's career, 1807. Had 
ho st.ipped tiien he would have ended 
In triiiuiph.

Details concerning the work of two 
Science men overseas have been re- 
ceived by DeaiT Adams of the Faculty 
of Applied Sct^e, In leters from 
Lieut. R. N. Coke, 8cl. '14, and 
Lieut. Selwyn H. Wilson, Scl. 'W. 
Lieut. Coke, who enlisted with the 
First Canadian Division as a bom- 
bardier In the artillery and won his 
commission in the field, is now with 
the tractors at Avon^nouth, England, 
and will soon return to the front. He 
writes to Or. Adams as follows, from 
the Tractor Department, of the Army 
Service Corps ot Avonmouth: 

"You might tike to hear something 
about the work I am doing; It Is to 
me highly Interesting and quite Im- 
portant, I am now attached to the 
tractor depot (Petrol), for Wullng 9.2 
Howitzers on the Western Front. 1 
have four big caterpillar tractors, and 
expect to leave about Christmas time 
for "the front." The machines are 
really wonderful; they simply wade 
through mud, crawl over mounds and 
holes. I hâve seen them rear up un- 
til the chassis is at quite 60 deg. to 
the horizontal. The average person 
has a very mistaken idea of the M. T. 
of the A. S. C. They think the Job 
is quite safe and quite soft, but from 
the Ifcbove description you can see 
that the M. T. attached to the heavy 
artillery Is quite exciting, and some- 
times thrilling, if our positions are 
spatted. 

"We have, I think, got the "Zepp 
question well in hand. The raids 
were becoming so tew and far be- 
tween, that the Job of anti-aircra. 
defences became very dull."

"This is Just a short note to let 
you know that 1 am still alive an 
hearty. 

"On leaving College, December Ist^

though late, I am trying to fulfil it. 

"We are In a rather quiet part o. 
the front now, and It Is quite a con 
trast from the muddy Somme, where 
we were tor quite a long period. 

"This Is the only place for evorj 
young able-bodied man, and we need 
everybody that we can get. Though 
we have a comparatively small army, 
our boys have donq splendidly, atid 
have won great praise from the Brit- 
ish officials. . 

"When 1 left College I had^ great | 
Intentions of returning to resume myl 
studies, but now I think that when! 
tbe war ia over Ï will have forgotten 
everything that 1 ever knew. Though | 
only a 1919 student, I hardly had 
started my college career, so really 
did not bave a very good start. 

"I am glad to aee that McOllI has 
responded so well, and many of her 
boys have won great honours on the. 
battlefields. 

"I am in the 1.1th Battery, Cana- 
dian Field Artillery, B.B.F., France, 
and it Is one of the best branches of 
the service for experience."

It is valid for one year, and Is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to ihe 
extent of itt least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres.
